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LE=-HI-HO will meet on Sunday, December 7 at 2:00 PM in the Fireplace 
Room of the Unitarian Church of the Lehigh Valley, 701 Lechauweki Ave., 
Bethlehem (Fountain Hill section). Note the early date which avoids con- 
flict with the holiday season. The church is located two blocks south of 
1500 Broadway. We will have Christmas refreshments, and ELECTIONS will be 
the main business. There will be eleven candidates for the seven slots on 
the Board of Directors, and they will give brief statements before the 
balloting . In addition, the ballot will include a question on the 
acceptance of the new By-Laws. Copies will be available at the meeting 
and time will be given to read them. Nobody attending a meeting for the 
very first time will be eligible to vote. Keep in mind that the next 
meeting will be January 25, with Mark Segal as featured speaker, and that 
the newsletter will not be out until mid-January. 

The third meeting of the Eastern Pennsylvania Rural Caucus (areas 
other than Philadelphia) will be sponsored by LE=-HI-HO on Saturday, : 
December 6 at 1:00 PM in the Fireplace Room of the Church. Representatives 
are expected from Gays United of Lancaster, Berks and Reading County G.C.S., 
Harrisburg G.C.S., and the N.E. Pennsylvania Gay Alliance (Wilkes-Barre). 
Anyone interested in discussing various issues and interacting with other 
groups is welcome to attend. 

Senate Bill No.196 seems to be over-shadowed for the moment. Senate 
Majority Leader Thomas Nolan, D-Allegheny, introduced Bill No.743 because 
he felt William Wilt's No.196 was too weak. They each criticized each 
other's bill; as serious as the matter is, it's amusing to see adults 
squabbling over the best method to discriminate against homosexuals. 

No. 743 prohibits individual or governmental agencies from hiring "any 
homosexual or individual convicted of a sex crime" as a state policeman, 
State correctional guard or staff, correction counselor, probation officer, 
officer, nurse or staff in any state institution dealing with mental 
illness, mental retardation, or rehabilitating the physically handicapped. 
Any individual who violates this shall be dismissed and subject to a fine 
of $300 and imprisonment of 90 days. The act “is deemed to be and shall be 
construed to be a sound exercise of those residual police powers inherent 
within this commonwealth and necessary for the public health, welfare and 
safety of the citizens of this Commonwealth". The bill defines a homosexual 
as “one who is inclined to or who practices or engages in sexual or 

erotic activity with a member of one's own sex”, "Sex crimes" refers not 
only to voluntary deviate sexual intercourse (oral and anal intercourse 
between non-married individuals), but: also to involuntary deviate sexual 
intercourse (homosexual rape), heterosexual rape, statutory rape, 
corruption of minors, indecent assault and indecent exposure. The bill «- 
passed the Senate last week, 43-3, with the only dissenters Hill (D-Phil- 
adelphia), Lewis (D-Bucks) and Howard (R-Bucks). Interestingly, Henry 
Messinger (D-Lehigh), who voted for the discriminatory bill, is on the 
state board of the ACLU, an organization noted for being in the vanguard 
Of pushing civil rights for gays. It is obvious that the ultimate hope 
lies not in the legislature, but rather in the courts and other channels. 
For example, the Pennsylvania Attorney General, Robert Kane, declared No. 
196 unconstitutional; thus even if Gov. Shapp's veto of the bill is over- 
ridden, state agencies are not required to enforce it. One assumes, 
however, that the state police will!
